Will Save Trips 

Persons wanting to obtain their 
plates locally, without having to 
go to Pomona or San Bernardino, 
may leave their registration cer- 
tificates, car tax notices and money 
at the chamber office.

Before his death, 
however, he transferred property 
to his son, Joseph N. Podrasnik of 
New Hampshire, and a daughter,

Who Owns the Highways?. 


There is no doubt that organized labor is doing great dam- 
age to its cause—and recent events have only emphasized that 
fact. As we have frequently stated, we believe there can be 
no objections to labor unions when their affairs are conducted 
in a fair manner. But the recent attempt by Dave Beck to 
paralyze the holiday business in Los Angeles in an effort to 
gain his point clearly demonstrated the animosity of the gen- 
eral public against such tactics. The still more recent attempt 
to stop deliveries of milk and other farm produce in Riverside 
county is another instance which justly stirred the anger of 
farmers and others and resulted in no uncertain action by the 
farmers. Peaceful and fair negotiations on the part of higher 
‘ups in labor organizations will accomplish far better results. 
Commenting particularly on the latter incident, the Redlands 
Daily Facts said in 2 recent issue: 

‘‘Whatever sympathy may have prevailed for so-called 
organized labor has of recent months been pretty well lost 
in the arrogant and insulting manner its. leaders have hurl- 
ed demands, threats, staged destruction of property, caus- 
ed riots and injury of person. Most recent episode to stir 
the resentment of this particular region is the insolent at- 
tempt to take possession of the highways, halt the trans- 
portation of milk and hay and other farm produce. If 
there was justice in the original demands of the truck driv- 
ers union, its members have scld out that right in turning 
their controversy over to unprincipled leaders who have, 
from all appearances, no interest whatever in their wel- 
fare. They seem bent on stifling industries that mean, not 


Likely to be one of the matters 
on the ballot at the 1938 general 
election is the single tax proposal. 
Petitions asking for the measure, 
signed by some property owners in 
thig county, were recently filed at 
the courthouse. wn 

Various organizations in the 
county and throughout the: state, 
however, are opposing the single 
tax plan. : r 

The proposed measure would 
repeal the limitation set by the 
present constitution which de- 
clares that “not more than 25 
per cent of the total appropria- 
tions from all funds of the state 
shall be raised by means of tax- 
es om real and personal property.” 

Increasing present assessed val- 
uation on improvements and tan- 
gible property would be prohibit- 
ed to insure tax on land, and the 
present tax rate on improvements 
and personal property would be 
reduced annually until finally ex- 
empted entirely nine years, 
throwing all the tax on real prop- 
erty. 

Homes under assessed valua- 
tion of $1,000 would ‘be exempt 
and tax imoratoriums would be 
limited to improved property in 
one parcel and: ownership, havirg 
assessed valuation of not . more 
than $5,000. 

The. last clause of the propos- 
ed measure states briefly that it 
provides for “repeal of specified 
sales, use and private car taxes.” 
The use tax is the truck and ve- 
hicke license fee and the private 
car tax is the levy collected by 
the state in lieu of the former 


tax on automobiles collected by 
the counties.

Maps Help Assessors 
Make Appraisals of 
Property in County 


Under ‘the supervicion of Max 
A. Cranmer, county assessor, 
photostat copies of recorded of- 
fice maps have been made for the 
deputies of his office making ap- 
praisals, The deputies in the 
past have been handicapped in 
doing their work by not having 
any such maps to which to refer 
when in the field These records 
will enable them to better iden- 
tify property. E 

The maps give. the dimiensions | 
of all property holdings and are | 
drawn to exact scale. They are 
made into books for each dis- 
trict. Between every map there 
is an insert sheet, giving the 
owner’s name, description © of 
property and va'uations. When 
the deputies are in the field they 
will show ‘their records to prop- 
erty owners and enable them to 
make comparisons with surround- 
ing lands, ‘:‘We invite this inspec-

While the total traffic toll in the 
state is higher today that it was 
last year, the number of fatalities 
in this county is less now than a 
year ago, ' 

Captain Frank J. Freeman of 
the California highway patrol, has 
received compliments for the local 
highway unit from E. Raymond 
Cato, chief of the state patrol. As 
of Wednesday, there have been 112 
motor vehicle fatalities in this 
county during 1937. At the same 
time a year ago, 140 motorists and 
pedestriany had been killed. 

Automobile accident deaths for 
the first 11 months of the year to- 
taled 2,822 in California, an in- 
crease of 52 over last year’s rec- 
ord. Last year in the county 144 
crash victims were killed, the high- 
est number in the county’s history. 
In 1935, 130 met death in auto 
craghes, while in 1934 there were 
132 killed. 

Throughout the state, the num- 
ber of traffic deaths was less in 
October and November than in the 
previous year. 

Efforts of enforcement agencies 
and safety campaigns are credited 
with being responsible for the im- 
proved traffic toll figures in this 
county.
